At home, if the pedple do not buy the 
meat themselves, they have far greater 
opportunities for seoing what ispurchnsed 
and eaten than we have, and the butcher 
himeelf, in. Englarid, is almost a suili- 
cient gttaratitee for the quality of the’ 
meat he sells, oe 

The great desideratum in the matter 
appears to be that greater care should be 
talon of the animals after they artive in 
the Colony, There ia little'doubt that 
in a genoral way the cattle are bitought 
hete ina fairly good condition, and the 
evil ‘atiees after thelr arrival, A. Coxre- 
spondent. drew. attention, in a letter we 
published: yesterday; to ‘the shanteful 
manner in which the cattle, from whence 
otir daily supplies are drawn, are exposed 
in all -weathera on the hill tide, north 
of. the.

can send thin, poor, meat, there’ from- 
animals that'have been suffering from 
colds and exposure to the winds and 
rain, with impunity, and hence. one of 
the reasons why so much carelessness, is 
exhibited in providing shelter for the 
cattle in the Island: According to a 
recent decision in the Police Court it 
would appear that.an animal which is 
suffering from catarrh, is feverish, lean, 
and generally in bad condition, evidently 
the result of exposure to the weather, 
may be sent to the market as food, while 
the sender escapes all penalty, and even 
censure, for his acta. The law in thi: 
Colony. is very similar to that prevailing 
in England, where the standard in judg- 
ing these cases is the fitness or unfitness 
of the. meat for human. food. If the 
meat is. unfit for human :consumption, 
then woe betides the man who sends it 
to*market, but it. may be-very thin, and 
very poor, have lost its. nutritive quali- 
ties and come from animals suffering 
from colds, and. exposure and 60 on; and 
yet the law does not forbid the dealer 
supplying it for consumption - in’ our 
homes, We are not disposed to dis- 
pute the justice and advisability of 
auch alaw. Everyone cannot afford to 
buy prime meat, and it is perhaps well 
that the poor should be able to purchase 
i But aa we 
have already pointed out, people cannot,. 
or do not exercide ‘the. supervicion in 
thia Colony over’ the articles for con- 
sumption that come into the house that 
they do in England,—they never buy 
the meat themselves, the “butcher” is 
an-unknown man, and in a general way 
they leave the supplying of the. table 
entirely to the natives—and under there 
circumstances it is doubly important that 
there should be nothing suxpicious-dbout 
the meat supply, and that the system 
should be in every way a good one, 

So long as the abuses which Mr Gran- 
ville Sharp,. and other. correspondents, 
have pointed out in these columns con- 
tinue, it ia clear that we are all liable to 
get very inferior if not unwholésome 
meat on our tables; and the question of a 
remedy arises. One thing ia certain, that 
it-is of no use looking to the cattle-men 
themeslves for any great reform in the 
mattor,,, They, if we understand rightly, 
merely take .charge of the animals in 
this Island on commission for the owners 
on the mainland, and it ia not, therefove,: 
to their interest to take any. special 
means for keeping up thg condition of 
the beasta, Some time ago, we believe 
the Government passed’ a vote for’ 
the erection of cattle-sheds in the Colony, 
and; it would be interestidg to know 
what has become of this vote, Probably 
it ia quietly reposing in a pigeon-hole 
in some Government Office, and, if 80, 
it would be advisable to. give a reminder 
to the official ‘or officials concerned 
that ‘we are’ all'anxious to know’ what 
is to be done with the money so voted. 
No doubt the best way to effect the re- | 
form is to erect sheds for the shelter of 
the beaste in inclement weather,’ com- 


| pelling the cattlo-men to use them; and 


they should also be called upon to pay, 
in the shape of rent, the cost of building 
tho. sheds, and their ‘maintenance, The 
expense would not be great, and both 


_ | the public and the poor beasta would 


-derive-considerable -benefitfrom such-ere 
tions, . We urge the matter upon the 
early. consideration of the Government. 


Tir Chinese Merchants of Shanghai have 
issued, in ‘the form of an advertisement, 
what they call “A” Public Declaration,” 
concerning the silk transaction of Pang 
Ee-tai with the late firm of Aug. Heard 
&Co, This document: would be amusing 
were it not for the sad fact that it details 
the circumstances of a case which beara 
very hardly upon the Chinese, , It is not 
easy for the foreigner to gain a full and 
clear comprehension of the Bankruptcy 
Laws ;-and the double task of compre- 
hending the spirit, not to speak of the 
letter, of our Bankruptcy Statutes, toge- 
ther with those of the United States, ‘is 
‘certainly not within the power of an 
ordinary native merchant, This will at 
once become apparent by a glance at the 
quaint bub straightforward, though sug- 
gestive, statement given below, Of 
course, setting aside all that’ might be said 
for or against the conduct out of which 
sptaug the necessity for the Bank's 
adtion in this case, the whole argument 
of the Deolaration fails when tried by’ 
the test of our Bankruptcy procedure. 
It is difficult fora Chinaman to realize 
the fact that a depositor of several years’ 
standing is in exactly the samo position, 
with a bank which suspends payment at 
noon ‘to-day, as the man who deposited 
his savings in the same bank five minutes 
bkofore the doora were closed, .
